These  Musical  Instruments  were  collected  by  the  late  Alfred  L.  Selig- 
man,  and  bequeathed  by  him  to  the  Young  Men's  Symphony  Orchestra 
of  New  York,  a  charitable  organization  which  he  foimded  with  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  needy  young  musicians  free  education  and  training  in 
orchestral  playing.  The  instruments  were  given  without  restriction  and 
the  Board  of  Directors  have  found  it  impracticable  to  use  instruments 
of  such  value  for  the  purpose,  and  offer  them  at  public  sale,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  to  be  devoted  to  the  charitable  purposes  of  the  Society. 
This  is  done  with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  family  of  the  late 
Alfred  L.  Seligman. 

While  the  names  of  the  instruments  given  are  those  under  which  the 
collector  is  believed  to  have  purchased  them,  it  is,  of  course,  impossible 
for  the  Society  to  give  any  guaranty,  which  their  late  owner  might  have 
made  for  this  collection.
